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THE  HUMAN  FIRE 

As  I sat  in  Friends  meeting,  I watched  the 
fire  burning  in  the  fireplace.  I saw  wood,  living 
or  once-living  matter,  being  destroyed  by  the 
flames.  But  I also  felt  warmth,  — life-giving, 
sustaining  — coming  from  the  fire.  The  destruc- 
tion was  easy  to  see,  but  I had  only  felt  the 
warmth.  Is  this,  I thought,  the  way  with  life, 
where  destruction  is  clearly  visible  but  the  posi- 
tive values  not  always  so  readily  grasped? 

I began  to  wonder.  Do  we  need  to  destroy, 
as  this  fire  was  doing,  in  order  to  produce  and 
sustain  life?  If  destruction  is  bad,  is  it  also  a 
necessary  part  of  the  good?  Is  it  “amidst  death 
that  life  persists?” 

This  fire  was  small  and  controlled.  Fire  out 
of  control  can  do  great  damage,  great  wrong. 
But  here  we  had  controlled  the  fire  by  con- 
fining it  within  a wall,  surrounding  it  by  a brick 
wall  that  it  could  not  penetrate. 

Then  I likened  the  fire  to  the  powers  dis- 
covered and  used  by  man,  and  to  human  powers. 
If  kept  under  control,  all  these  powers  can  be 
a great  positive  value,  but  if  left  without  con- 
trol, they  can  be  severely  destructive. 

But  are  human  powers  controlled  as  we  con- 
trol a fire,  by  building  walls?  Many  would  be- 
lieve this,  and  many  have  done  this,  erecting 
not  only  walls  that  imprison  the  body,  but  re- 
strictive walls,  not  of  stone,  that  imprison  the 
spirit  as  well. 

Or  is  the  human  being  a different  sort  of 
thing,  with  power  to  control  itself?  Can  it 
control  itself,  perhaps,  in  a way  that  has  not 
been  thought  possible  by  those  who  have  applied 
only  physical  concepts  (like  the  controlling  of 
a fire  by  building  a wall)? 

To  what  extent  are  walls  necessary,  and  if 
they  are  necessary,  who  should  do  the  building? 
I don’t  know  the  answers  to  all  these  (jnestions, 
but  I suspect  that  the  individual  human  s]5irit 
could  be  capable  of  doing  its  own  controlling, 
and  erecting  its  own  walls  as  they  are  needed. 

Or  should  someone  else  build  the  fireplace 
for  the  human  fire,  lea\'ing  a place  for  the  fresh 
air  to  enter,  and  a place  for  the  smoke  to  leave, 
thus  permitting  the  fire  to  burn  onlv  in  a certain 
way?  Docs  a person  have  the  right  to  belie\(' 
that  he  knows  the  best  way  for  another’s  fire 
to  burn?  Or  do  we  need  to  shield  a small  fire 
from  the  wind?  ^ 

Or  must  each  individual  learn  to  control  his 
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own  fire,  perhaps  destroying  more  than  necessary 
in  the  process?  Particularly  if  he  is  allowed  to 
start  when  his  fire  is  small,  will  he  be  capable 
of  finding  the  best  way  for  his  fire  to  burn? 

I looked  again  and  saw  that  one  board  had 
stood  by  itself  and  was  no  longer  burning.  It 
was  not  in  contact  with  the  other  boards  and 
could  not  produce  enough  heat  by  itself  to  keep 
above  the  kindling  point. 

Perhaps  we  can  direct  our  own  fire;  but  not 
alone,  only  with  others  to  share  and  exchange 
the  warmth  and  light  that  we  each  produce.

SEOUL  FRIEND  TO  VISIT 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  will  have  an  op- 
portunity to  hear  at  first  hand  about  Friends 
in  Korea  when  Dong  Suk  Cho,  co-secretary  of 
the  Seoul  Friends  Meeting,  comes  to  the  United 
States  this  August.  He  will  be  a guest  of  our 
Yearly  Aleeting  in  Santa  Cruz,  and  may  be 
able  to  visit  among  our  Aleetings  before  he 
leaves  for  Pendle  Hill,  where  he  will  study  for  a 
year. 

The  visit  is  being  arranged  by  Friends  World 
Committee,  which  at  present  has  the  Meeting 
under  its  care.  However  it  is  hoped  that  event- 
ually Seoul  Aleeting  will  be  able  to'  join  either 
Japan  or  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.  Honolulu 
Monthly  Meeting  has  had  a particular  interest 
in  Seoul  Meeting,  and  a number  of  West  Coast 
Friends,  have  had  personal  contact  with  Friends 


in  Korea;  among  them  are  Reginald  and  Esther 
Price,  Floyd  Schxioe  and  Bob  and  Gladys 
Gray. 

Dong  Suk  Cho  has  visited  Japan  Yearly  Meet- 
ing and  has  become  a member  of  Japan  Yearly 
Meeting.  Two  other  Friends,  Yoon  Gu  Lee  and 
Shin  Ai  Lee,  are  members  of  Honolulu  Aleeting. 
In  its  strategic  location  Seoul  Aleeting  has 
unique  opportunities.  Catherine  and  David 
Bruner  will,  of  course,  visit  Seoul  during  this 
next  year,  while  they  are  in  the  Orient. 

Expenses  to  bring  Dong  Suk  Cho  to  America 
are  being  shared  by  many  Friends.  Seoul  Friends 
themselves  are  freeing  him  for  his  year  abroad 
by  taking  care  pf  his  wife  and  children  while 
he  is  away.  Pendle  Hill  is  providing  a scholarship 
for  him.  Friends  World  Committee  is  contribu- 
ting about  half  the  $1500  needed  for  travel. 
Indiana  and  Ohio  Friends,  with  several  inter- 
ested individuals,  are  contributing  toward  the 
other  half.  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  has  been 
asked  to  have  a share  in  the  project,  and  Interim 
Committee,  in  March  expressed  a concern  to 
meet  this  opportunity,  although  at  that  time  it 
lacked  full  information  about  the  visit.  Fortun- 
ately, the  Peace  Committee  of  San  Francisco 
Meeting  has  since  agreed  to  seek  to  raise  $400 
on  behalf  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  Friends.

THE  WHOLE  MEETING 

Segregation  by  age  was  the  subject  of  one 
discussion  period  at  San  Fernando  Meeting  in 
May.  In  considering  goals  of  education,  the 
group  felt  that  young  people  need  to  develop 
a sense  of  identity.  Isolation  of  people  by  age 
groups  — senior  citizens,  teen-agers,  children  — 
was  discussed  and  the  feeling  was  strong  that 
this  had  a negative  effect  on  all  groups.  Many 
felt  it  would  be  of  benefit  if  the  young  people 
were  invited  to  the  adult  discussions.  “We 
should,”  the  group  concluded,  “make  constant 
effort  toward  fellowship,  and  activities  in  which 
the  whole  Meeting  shares.” 


CHILDREN  IN  MEETING 

San  Francisco  Meeting  has  been  e.xperimenting  with 
a plan  to  schedule  classes  in  the  Sunday  School  so 
that  children  — and  teachers  — could  attend  meeting 
for  worship.  The  Religious  Education  Committee  of 
the  Meeting  has  also  sponsored  a wor.ship-fellowship 
group  on  Thursday  mornings.  Some  members  of  the 
group  shared  their  feelings  about  the  children’s  experi- 
ment as  follows: 

“Several  with  older  children  have  found  that 
through  worship  together  they  are  (Ji'^wn  into 
a closer  and  deeper  relationship,  since  the  child- 
ren are  able  to  experience  the  importance  of 
worship  both  for  themseb^es  and  for  their  par- 
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ents.  The  worship  hour  provides  one  of  the  few 
opportunities  young  people  have  to  sit  quietly 
and  assess  the  direction  of  their  lives. 

“It  has  proved  a happy  sui-prise,  too,  to  find 
that  even  the  younger  children  are  often  able 
to  attend  meeting  quietly  for  a much  longer 
time  than  their  parents  had  thought  possible. 
It  is  naturally  hard  to  know  just  how  much 
value  worship  has  for  these  little  ones,  but  at 
the  end  of  meeting  one  of  our  two-year-olds 
recently  said.  Thank  you.  Quiet.’ 

“One  of  the  problems  is  that,  in  trying  to  meet 
all  possible  needs,  we  have  provided  too  many 
choices  for  the  children  — whether  to  stay  in 
meeting,  participate  in  the  crafts  program,  read 
in  the  library,  play  outside.  The  uncertainty 
has  made  it  difficult  for  some  parents  to  guide 
their  children  effectively. 

“However,  as  we  think  through  the  situation, 
we  may  be  able  to  resolve  this  problem.  And 
the  benefits  of  having  the  children  worship  with 
us  seem  to  outweigh  the  difficulties.  Parents 
have  welcomed  the  warm  acceptance  and  co- 
operation of  those  who  do  not  have  children, 
and  feel  that  this  response  has  helped  the  Meet- 
ing to  grow  in  unity.  The  children’s  little  noises 
help  us  to  realize  that  the  silence  we  seek  comes 
not  from  an  absence  of  external  sounds  but  from 
within.” 

THE  FUNCTION  OF  CLERKS 

From  time  to  time  the  Bulletin  will  present  statements 
on  the  purposes  and  duties  of  our  officers  and  commit- 
tees. These  are  in  no  way  pronouncements  or  rules;  they 
are  intended  to  clarify  our  thinking.  The  paper  would 
welcome  comments  on  these  statements. 

These  paragraphs  were  prepared  by  the  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  Committee  on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  which 
further  suggests  that  all  clerks  should  read  carefully 
pages  6 and  7 of  the  Yearly  Meeting  Discipline,  19.57.— 
Ed. 

The  clerk,  as  clerk  should  speak  to  business 
at  hand  only  in  order  to  summarize  or  clarify 
the  sense  of  the  Meeting.  If  he  has  a strong 
concern,  he  should  step  down  from  his  chair 
and  ask  some  one  else  to  preside  while,  as  a 
member  of  the  Meeting,  he  expresses  his  views. 
He  should  never  attempt  to  sway  or  direct  his 
Meeting. 

The  clerk  should  see  to  it  that  any  person  or 
committee  affected  by  action  of  the  Meeting  i.s 
notified  promptly. 

The  clerk  signs  all  official  papers  and  minutes. 

The  clerk  should  keep  close  to  all  committees 
and  should  make  the  Meeting  aware  of  areas 
that  need  attention.  The  clerk  needs  to  be  a 
person  with  real  respect  and  warmth  for  indi- 
viduals, members  and  attendcrs.  He  needs  to  be

faithful  in  attendance  at  meeting,  and  at  meet- 
ings of  Ministry  and  Oversight,  in  order  to  keep 
close  to  his  Meeting. 

The  clerk  should  help  his  Meeting  to  feel  a 
part  of  the  whole  body  of  Friends  and  should 
be  responsible  in  attendance  at  Quarterly  and 
Yearly  Meetings. 

NORTHWEST  QUARTERLY  MEETING 

About  seventy  Friends  attended  Quarterly 
Meeting  in  Vancouver,  B.C.,  April  14-15.  As  an 
innovation.  Meeting  reports  were  digested  and 
given  in  summary  form,  saving  time  for  discus- 
sion of  news  of  importance,  like  the  condemna- 
tion of  University’s  meeting  house  by  the  Uni- 
versity of  W ashington,  the  building  of  a meeting 
house  in  Argenta,  Edmonton’s  declining  mem- 
bership due  to  people  moving  away,  Alissoula’s 
struggle  with  right-wing  propagandists.  Victoria 
Meeting  presented  their  continuing  concern 
about  the  Doukhobors.  The  Meeting  sent  a 
letter  to  Washington  urging  no  further  testing 
of  nuclear  bombs.  Peter  Silveston  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  British  Columbia  in  Vancouver  spoke 
of  the  Friends’  student  association  at  the  uni- 
versity and  their  hopes  for  a Friends  center.  A 
stimulating  panel  and  general  discussion  cen- 
tered on  Friends’  concerns  about  each  other’s 
problems  and  activities. 

During  the  first  session,  the  young  Friends  en- 
joyed a rainy  trip  up  the  Grouse  Alountain  chair 
lift,  sheltered  in  parkas  furnished  by  the  lift 
operators! 

The  next  meeting  will  be  at  Eastside  Aleeting 
near  Seattle,  October  13-14.

SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA 
HALF-YEARLY  MEETING 

The  sixth  session  of  this  Half-Yearly  Meet- 
ing was  held  at  Claremont,  May  13,  1962,  with 
some  150  Friends  attending.  Under  the  clerk- 
ship of  Walt  Raitt  of  Orange  Grove,  the  Meet- 
ing  has  shown  definite  development  in  the  three 
years  since  its  beginning. 

The  blithe  song  of  a mocking  bird  wove  itself 
into  the  meditations  of  the  meeting  for  worship. 
Then  the  Meeting  approved  support  of  the  \ isit 
to  this  country  in  August  of  Dong  Suk  Cho  of 
the  Seoul,  Korea,  Meeting,  and  Franklin  Zaun 
was  authorized  to  recei\e  contributions  for  this 
visit.  Ciommittccs  of  Ministrv  and  0\crsight 
were  asked  to  arrange  for  possible  \'isits  to  local 
groups  duriug  the  latter  part  of  .Yugust.  Monthb 
Me'etings  wtmx'  askc'd  to  si'lect  rc'inx'si'utatixc's 
to  help  the  Edueation  Committee'  (Marjorik 
Wklls,  ehainnau ) plan  for  a workshop  for  par- 
('uts,  to  study  ill  (U'pth  the  aims  of  ri'ligious 
('ducation.  'klu'  Me'e'ting  urgi'd  eoutiuuiug  suj)- 
port  lor  tlu'  “Frie'ud  in  M’ashington"  and 
“Friends  in  tlu'  Oric'nt"  proje'c'ts,  and  unitc'd  in  a 
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concern  of  Orange  Grove  Meeting  to  invite  a 
representative  of  the  Friends  World  Committee 
to  visit  the  West  Coast  on  behalf  of  greater 
unity  among  branches  of  Friends. 

Friends  heard  with  appreciation  words  from 
Santa  Monica  about  the  tendency  to  be  absorbed 
in  outward  coneerns.  “Perhaps  we  need  not 
only  to  find  the  immediate  outward  activity  to 
give  expression  to  the  coneern,  but  to  absorb  the 
eoncern,  live  with  it,  permit  our  inner  atmos- 
phere to  be  changed  by  its  presenee  until  it 
becomes  a deep  and  eontinuous  caring  at  the 
base  of  our  inner  life  and  it  assumes  the  form 
of  inward  prayer.”

WILLAMETTE  QUARTERLY  MEETING 

On  May  12,  1962,  Oregon  Quarterly  Meeting 
assembled  in  Portland.  At  the  same  time  Young 
Friends  from  both  Northwest  and  Oregon  Quar- 
ters held  their  sessions  and  had  a full  program 
of  activities  and  recreation. 

A request  from  Salem  Friends  to  become  a 
separate  Alonthly  Meeting  was  approved.  A 
request  from  Corvallis  Friends  to  have  Monthly 
Meeting  status  was  also  approved.  Tliese  actions 
complete  a process  that  was  started  when  all 
unprogrammed  Friends  in  Oregon  met  as  Wil- 
lamette Valley  Monthly  Meeting.  Eaeh  town 
now  has  separate  Monthly  Meeting  status.  As 
the  name  “Willamette  Valley”  is  now  freed  for 
use  by  the  Quarterly  Aleeting,  Friends  approved 
changing  the  name  from  Oregon  Quarterly 
Aleeting  to  Willamette  Quarterly  Meeting.  The 
“Valley”  was  dropped  to  avoid  inaccuraey  should 
towns  outside  the  Willamette  Valley  join  the 
Quarter.  Alultnomah  Aleeting  was  asked  to  ap- 
point a committee  to  oversee  Salem  Monthly 
Meeting,  and  Eugene  Meeting  was  asked  to 
perform  the  same  serviee  for  Corvallis  Monthly 
Meeting,  botli  committees  to  serve  for  one  year. 

Eugene  Meeting  was  concerned  about  the 
question  of  whether  — and  how  — Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  might  be  divided.  Because  Friends 
work  better  in  small  groups,  because  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting  has  been  growing  rapidly,  and 
because  it  is  difficult  to  find  a suitable  site  for 
the  numbers  we  now  have,  it  might  be  well  to 
begin  some  consideration  of  this  matter.  The 
Quarterly  Meeting  accordingly  asks  that  the 
matter  be  put  on  the  agenda  for  Interim  Com- 
mittee in  March,  1963;  meanwhile  it  might  be 
discussed  informally  with  other  Yearly  Meeting 
members. 

Eugene  Meeting  also  reported  the  start  of  a 
new  worship  group  in  Roseburg,  which  intends 
soon  to  ask  for  Preparative  Meeting  status  under 
the  care  of  Eugene.  Multnomah  Aleeting  re- 
quested that  we  consider  a change  in  the  com- 
position of  Interim  Committee,  as  they  feel  two 
representatives  from  each  Alonthly  Meeting  con- 


stitutes too  unweildy  a group.  The  Quarterly 
xVIeeting  approved  asking  the  Yearly  Meeting  to 
consider  having  only  one  representative  from 
each  Meeting  as  a delegate  to  the  Interim  Com- 
mittee. 

Young  Friends  joined  with  the  adults  to  hear 
Virginia  Barnett,  of  University  Meeting  in  Seat- 
tle, describe  their  family’s  recent  trip  to  Ameri- 
can Friends  Service  Committee’s  projects  in 
Europe  and  Africa.  The  children  of  the  Meeting 
also  had  the  opportunity  of  seeing  the  Algerian 
film  and  discussing  AFSC  projects  with  Virginia 
Barnett.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 

I note  the  letter  in  the  April-May  Bulletin 
from  Dick  Anderson  of  University  Meeting;  he 
comments,  “If  there  is  anything  a ‘different’ 
child  does  not  need  it  is  emotionally  concerned 
groups  or  persons  not  well  trained  in  this  par- 
ticular area.” 

I think  this  comment  may  be  given  an  unfor- 
tunate connotation.  As  a professional  social 
worker  with  great  conviction  about  training 
and  some  close  experience  in  the  field  of  men- 
tal retardation,  I should  regret  having  Friends 
accept  this  without  challenge. 

The  tendency  to  limit  the  participation  in 
any  bianch  of  social  welfare  to  specialist-prac- 
titioners, and  to  hold  up  therapy  as  a sort  of 
panacea  is  anything  but  realistic.  It  is  actually 
an  oversimplified  approach  that  began  as  pro- 
fessionalism, but  has  resulted  in  a crisis  of  corn- 
unity  isolation  what  has  proved  disastrous  for 
many  areas  of  social  welfare.  Understandably, 
it  is  a viewpoint  undergoing  rather  thorough 
reappraisal. 

I wish,  as  a practitioner,  it  were  possible  to 
be  so  confident  that  we  have  all  the  solutions. 
But  the  fact  is  that  a great  deal  of  the  progress 
in  such  areas  has  come  from  just  such  emotion- 
ally concerned  groups  and  persons  who  declined 
to  be  convinced  that  such  matters  were  not 
their  affairs.  Alay  their  efforts  flourish!
